Re: No further action for the Underground Storage Tank (UST) site at the BLA HQ Roads Shop 

(TOHO-O 1 2), Sells, Arizona 

Dear Mr, Krause: 

The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) Region 9 recently reopened the case file 
for the BLA HQ Roads Shop (TOHO-O 12) in Sells, Arizona, According to our records, there were 
three underground storage tanks (UST) installed at the site in 1981 - two 12K~gallon diesel USTs and 
a lOK-gallon gasoline UST. 

After completing the review of this site file, EPA determined that this case required additional 
information to determine if any additional steps were required to proceed with closing the site or to 
require additional work. In an effort to gather additional information, EPA arranged to meet with 
John Graves of BIA and Fred Orosco of the Tohono O’odham Nation (TON) on April 19, 2007 to 
visit the site. ' , ' ’ 

An interview with Mr. Vernon Russell, BIA Papago Agency Branch Facility Manager, 
revealed that the BIA Roads Shop used to have a lOK-gallon gasoline UST and two~500-gallon 
gasoline USTs which were removed in 1994. EPA has not been able to locate the closure report to 
document the removal of the USTs and/or the condition of the site at the time of the removal. The 
former location of the lOK-gallon UST is currently a bare area next to the asphalt paved area and is 
currently being used as a lay down area for the BLA Roads yard. The location of the other two USTs 
has since been paved over with concrete and is now a parking lot. 




The site reconnaissance showed no evidence of the UST system or any surficial contamination 
at the Roads Shop. In the absence of the site characterization report describing the UST removal 
activities, our assessment indicated that if there was any residual surface soil contamination 
remaining in the ground, exposure would be very minimal due to the nature of the current site use. 
The former UST location is paved over and the other area is being used a lay down area for the BIA 
Roads facility operations. In addition, the depth to groundwater is beyond 300 feet below ground 
surface, which rules out any threat to groundwater if there was any release or subsurface soil 
contamination. EPA, BIA and TON all concur that the former UST site at the BIA Roads Shop does 
not pose a threat to human health and the environment, and that no further action is warranted at this 
time.
